NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Note A—Merger of Lessor Companies: 

On October 31, 1949, The Meadville, Conneaut Lake and Linesville Rail Road Company (a wholly owned 
subsidiary of the Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company) and The Pittsburg, Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad 
Company were merged with the Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company, the latter being the surviving corpora¬ 
tion. In the merger, the preferred and common stocks of The Pittsburg, Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company 
were exchanged, share for share, for Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company $3 cumulative preferred and $1.50 
cumulative preferred capital stock, respectively, having the same par value. 

Note B— Statements of Income and Earned Surplus: 

The statements of income and earned surplus for 1949 include the results of operations of (1) Bessemer and 
Lake Erie Railroad Company for the twelve months ended December 31,1949, and (2) The Pittsburg, Bessemer and 
Lake Erie Railroad Company and The Meadville, Conneaut Lake and Linesville Rail Road Company for the ten 
months ended October 31,1949, the effective date of the merger—see Note A. In the preparation of these statements, 
transactions between the companies during the ten-month period ended October 31, 1949, have been eliminated. 

The balance sheet as of December 31, 1948, and the statements of income and earned surplus for the year then 
ended include the combined accounts of the three companies prepared on the basis outlined above. 

Note C— Acquisition Adjustment: 

The acquisition adjustment results principally from the adjustment, at the time of the merger outlined in 
Note (A), of the book values of the road and equipment of The Pittsburg, Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company 
and The Meadville, Conneaut Lake and Linesville Rail Road Company, to values determined by the Bureau of 
Valuation of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Note D— Depreciation Policy: 

The road, equipment, and miscellaneous physical property balances at December 31, 1949, include $23,320,250 
and $20,546, respectively, in respect of emergency facilities, which, in accordance with provisions of the Internal 
Revenue Code, were fully amortized as of September 30, 1945. 

Provision for depreciation of railroad equipment is made in conformity with the requirements of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

In compliance with orders of the Interstate Commerce Commission, provisions have been made for depreciation 
of certain classes of road property, such as buildings, bridges, and shop machinery. The prescribed rates are based 
on the expected service lives of the properties and no provision has been made for any accumulated depreciation on 
these properties from dates of acquisition to the date depreciation was commenced (January 1, 1943, for certain 
classes and January 1, 1945, for certain other classes). Since the dates provisions for depreciation were commenced, 
losses on retirement of such road properties, whether or not replaced, have been charged to the depreciation reserve 
account. 

Following the methods of accounting prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission, no provision has 
been made in the accounts for depreciation on certain classes of road property such as ties, rails, and ballast. As such 
items are renewed and replaced in kind, the replacement cost, less the salvage value, is charged to income currently. 
When renewals are of a heavier or improved type, the excess cost over the cost to replace in kind is charged to capital 
account. Losses on retirement of such items not replaced are charged to income. 

Note E— Miscellaneous Physical Properties: 

The miscellaneous physical properties consist of an ore dock, tracks and various parcels of noncarrier prop¬ 
erties which were acquired in connection with purchases of lands for right-of-way purposes, and improvements thereto. 

Note F—Inventory of Materials and Supplies: 

Materials and supplies are not held for sale. They are composed of fuel, rails, ties, and other material required 
for the operation and maintenance of the railroad and are valued at cost.

Note H— Funded Debt: 

The amount of The Pittsburg, Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company First Mortgage 2}i% Bonds— 
Series A, was assumed by Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company under the terms of the merger (Note A), 

Note I—Federal Taxes on Income: 

The Federal income tax returns of the company and its predecessor companies for the year 1942 and prior 
years have been reviewed by the U. S. Treasury Department, and the tax liability for the year 1940 and prior years 
has been substantially determined. 

The Pittsburg, Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company has filed individual Federal income tax returns 
for all years through 1949. The income of Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Company for years 1942 to 1949, inclusive, 
and The Meadville, Conneaut Lake and Linesville Rail Road Company for the period April 1,1943 to 1949, inclusive, 
is consolidated with that of their parent and other affiliated companies, and the provisions made for those years are 
based on preliminary estimates of the Companies* pro rata share of the total estimated provisions for Federal taxes 
on income of their parent and affiliated companies consolidated. Although additional taxes may be levied for these 
years, it is believed that reasonable reserves have been provided.
